Conversely, 
we find Industrial ^^capitalists with 
factories driven by hand, wind, or 
water power before the adoption of 
steam.

Social lag 
The Idea that technology Is out of 
control may result from the way we 
frame our questions. A useful way to 
understand the Interaction of 
technology and society is through the 
theory of "social lag" developed by 
' the American sociologist William F. 
Ogbum. 

The Interval t>etween nn Innovation 
and sociv'.-'s adjustment is what 
Ogbum colltu "social lag," This 
' theory.emphaslzes the disruptive ef- 
fects of tt^chnologlcal change, and the 
jiecd for mechanisms to protect soci- 
ety. It therefore helps us understand n 
good deal of recent social history. 

But If we take the new technologies 
as "given," then social problems such 
as air pollution and urban decay 
appear to be Imposed upon society by 
some mysterious force of technology. 
When wo examine the sources of new 
technologies, however, this is clearly 
not the case. ; . 

The automobile, forjatamplc, is one 
of the most Important causes of both 
air pollution and urban decay. But 
nutoinabllcs were not forced upon the 
puUllc, Popular literature prior to the 
Introduction of the Model t shows that 
Americans hoped for, and wanted, a 
cheap car for the masses. Amcrlconf 
saw the automobile as a wuy of 
reducing urban congestion by letting 
people move to green suburbs. It did 
Just that, but It left the Inner citics'to 
decay.

Social needs 
Technology docs not exist for Its 
own sake. It Is the means by which 
society ochleves certain ends. Tech- 
nological activities are initiated to 
meet social needs. 

The crucial question! then, is hovv 
arc social needs determined? In 
America the traditional answer has 
. boon market demand. But cheap cars, 
along.wllh other things that society 
wanted, require very large, complex 
Industrial organizations for their 
production, A compact car would cost 
atwut $50,000, if produced by hand. 

As.a result, free competition In the 
open market has been replaced by 
conscious control by a small number 
ot industrial ginnfs. The "invisible 
hand" of the free market has been 
replaced by the "visible hand" of 
managerial planning. 

Despite the enormous concentration 
of power In the hands of a tiny elite, 
there has been little public quarrel 
with the criteria of choice. Americans 
grumbled about the big corporatlotis. 
but until recently they appear to have 
approved of their products, if not all 
thelrproetlees. 

The American automobile manu- 
facturers, for example, had llltle.dif- 
flculty "selling" the American con- 
sumer the idea -of larger, heavier, 
more luxurious, and more powerful 
curs. They -were more , profitable to 
produce, and Americans seemed very . 
pleased with their "gas guzzlers," 

But Increased weight raquircd more 
cfflelncnt engines, which meant in- 
creasing the compression ratio, which 
in turn caused a large Increase In the 
emission of nitrotis oxides. Higher 
compression in automotive engines 
was the most important single cause 
of a stoggerlng G28 percent Increase in 
the rate of . production of. those — - 
harmful pollutants from 104G to 19G7.

Scientists interviewed recently said 
the rings of Saturn, Jupiter and 
Uranus appear much different . in 
composition. s\zc and, apparently, in 
origin. The differences are un-wttling 
to astronomers. Previous views on 
ring formation apjienr unable to fully 
explain the new data. ' 

"I don'l IMnk wc really have any 
idea why one planet should have a 
rinfi and another not," Peter 
Goldrelch of the California Institute of 
Technology said. "There Is a region of 
space close to all of these planets In 
which particulate material of moder- 
ate density is unable to form into 
satellites. That's the only dofinlle 
thingwcknow." 

These regions of space lie within 
theoretical Iwundaries called ttoclie 
limits. The llmiLs, derived from the 
work of igth-century French scientist 
Edouard Roche, mark the closest 
distance a large moon can approach 
-its-parent-planel-withoul-lM'ing'toni- 
aparl by tidal forces. A Roche limit planet's surface, 
also appears to mark a region of 
space where bits of matter — such as 
those loft over from the formation of 
the planet Itself — are unable lo 
clump together to form a moon. The 
region just within a Roche limit ap- 
pears to be an area of gravitational 
stability where rings may form and 
prcsist. - - 

The ring systems are. being viewed 
as more than merely aslmnomlcal 
curiosities,. Thcy.may. offer aclentlsts_ 
glimp.sc at processes of planetary 
formation that werc'somehow short- 
clrculted. As Goldrelch put it, "The
